States to avoid all appearance of harshness 
in pacifying the Islands, and not of any 
defect in the law itself. ‘The people of the 
Archipelago now have their attention drawn 
to the penalties to which they lay them- 
selves open. 

If the United States Military Governor acts 
atrietly up to the terms of his proclamation, 
the last has been seen of the policy of treating 
rebellion by kindness which has hitherto beet 
given a long trial in the Philippines, as.
